Summary of reasons for decision: 

The DVD is classified as objectionable because a required excision was not made by the 
distributor. The DVD comprises a feature, a slideshow of still images and trailers for three other 
DVDs. The feature and the additional material contain explicitly depicted sexual activity between 
men, presented for the purpose of adult sexual arousal. The excision was to remove two 
sequences of men urinating in a sexual context from the feature. The prolonged focus on the 
urination during these sequences, including close-ups, and the apparent arousal of the men 
watching each other, lends an unavoidably sexual tone to the depictions. As such, the DVD tends 
to promote and support the use of urine in association with sexual conduct. 

The Classification Office has considered the effects of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 
on the application of the classification criteria. The classification of this DVD interferes with the 
freedom of expression, but this is an outcome that is consistent with Parliament's intention that 
publications falling under s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 are 
deemed to be objectionable.
